CONSTERNATION  reiffined 
in  the  headquarters  of  the 
British  Special  Service 
Squadron  Entertainnlent  Com- 
mittee yesterday,  when  it  became' 
known  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment hatf  refused  to  contribute  to 
the  funds  for  welcoming  the  visit- 
ine  battleships  next  month.

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  squad- 
ron Ih  to  formally  vlalt  Halifax  and 
Quabec.  In  addition  to  'Victoria.  It  haa 
not  been  thought  wise  for  the  Fedaral 
Government  to  nsafca  a  special  grant 
to  any  of  theaa  oitlaa." 

"The  Uovernment's  refusal  to, con- 
tribute funds  crlpplaa  our  plansf"  aald 
Mr.  F.  Miller  Higgs.  aecrafkry  of  the 
local  committee,  yeaterday.  "It  oraatea 
an  Imposalble  situation." 

Commander  A.  St.  V.  Keyes.  ap- 
pointed by  f>ttawH  to  net  as  a  llalaon 
officer  between  the  (iovernmpnt  anil 
cltizenn  of  Canada,  and  th>-  .Xdrnitiil 
commanding  tha  fleet,  recommended 
to  the  Fedaral  Qoramment  In  March 
plans  calling  for  the  aiCpendlture  of 
1*5.000.

tbey  werVaa  far  from  the  glitter  of 
life  aa  from  fta  stains.  They  were 
familiar  with  the  forces  of  nature, 
great  and  small,  as  shown  by  their 
tulk  of  Orion  aAd  the  Pleladea.  their 
referencea  to  (amine  and  paatUence. 
which  tbey  knew  at  least  by  reputo. 

Tbe  qrmbolism  waa  touched  upon. 
Prof.  Blllott  giving  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  xlKnIflcance  of  "The 
AdveraaiT."  commonly  hut  erron- 
eously concelve<l  as  "uur  ow  n  special 
devil."  There  was  no  reason  to  sup- 
poee  that  this  was  the  Intention  of 
the  author  of  the  Book  of  Job.  On 
the  contrary  Tbe  Advorsary  was  un- 
doubtedly the  name  of  an  officer 
whoae  chief  bualneas  It  was  to  go  up 
and  down  the  earth.  The  Lord  made 
large  claims  for  Job  In  citing  htm  aa 
"a  perfect  and  upright  man.  snd  that 
faareth  Ood  and  eerheweth  evu," 
and  The  Adversary  was  perhaps  quite 
justified  In  aanumlng  an  attitude  of 
doutit  on  this  poln<.  Thereupon  he 
had  laeued  his  challenge:  "Put  forth 
thine  hand  now  and  toucb  all  timt 
he  hath,  and  be  will  enrao  tbee  to 
thy  face."  Mid  Job's  trtels  bagnn.  flrut 
with  tbe  loos  of  Mis  pnmimlena  later 
with  tbe  cursie  of  "sore  boils  from  the 
sole  of  his  foot  unto  his  croWn." 

In  reading  these  paaaagea  the 
lecturer  frequently  called  attention  to 
the  rugged  and  vigorous  language, 
alao  inserting  some  of  tbe  fcitorprotn- 
tlono  which  bad  been  given  of  the  In- 
cidento  of  tbe  drama.  The  unfortu- 
natoly  named  'rurae"  he  defined  as 
'tJt  unsurpassable  |>tIc  elegy,  an 
elegy  In  Its  lanifniation.  not  a  curae 
ao  much  as  an  api^eai  ii>  .inh  for  ra-

1877,  a  ahort  line 
wa.'^  con.Htructe.i  between  Jeffrey's 
store  and  rendray's  Soap  Works  In 
Victoria.  TheiHi-  i  ii  ru  menta  wore 
brought  up  from  tSan  t'rant.lHco.  and 
as  these  two  gentlemen  were  Inter- 
ested together  In  business  they  found 
the  new  device  of  great  convenience. 
These  Inatruments  were  of  the  flrat 
brand  ef  telephones — that  la.  tha  ra> 
nalTsr  and  transmittst  wera  In  one.
